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ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . The new amended claims have raised new issue and would require further search and 
consideration. Also, because the terminal fitting will become the product, it's not part of the 
molding apparatus. If the applicant would like to claim the terminal fitting, he should claim a 
system, which could include the apparatus structures and the material being working on. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 12/08/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Applicant has argued that none of the prior art disclose a terminal connecting 
portion including an upper face having a curvature or dome-shape, an upper mold and a lower 
mold. Saito (5,620,71 1) however, discloses a system for waterproof connecting cables, which 
includes an upper mold, a lower mold and a rounded terminal fitting 39. The examiner 
understands that the upper face of the terminal fitting is the upper half of the rounded terminal, 
which does have a curvature or dome-shape. Richardson (4,204,896) and Birchler (4,043,027) 
also disclose a molding system including an upper mold, a lower mold and a product with 
curvature upper face. Therefore, the new amended claims would have been rejected over these 
references.
